new unit* will require a huge 
increase of permanent personnel 
when they begin operation. At 
present, many Torrance and I>o- 
mita people are employed at the 
Wilmington refinery.

Included in Ihp $26,000,000 
project is a $12,000.000 fluid 
cracking unit, of which con­ 
struction ha* already begun, and 
crude distillation, vacuum, and 
tankage unit*, which at preaent, 
are on the engineer's boards.

Union Oil Co. also will Upend 
$4,500,000 to improve existing 
gasoline components.

Both project* were approved 
under the defense production 
act, for tax benefits, which per­ 
mit the firm to charge off cost 
of the plants for income tax 
purposes faster than normally 
permitted.

The Wilmington refinery al­ 
ready is a major supplier of avi­ 
ation gasoline and marine fuels.

Also approved by the govern­ 
ment today wa« a $176,250 ex­ 
pansion at the Fletcher Oil Co. 
refinery in Wilmington, for sup­ 
plying gasoline and fuel oils.

The defense production admin­ 
istration said the aim of the 
newly approved projects is to 
encourage private business to go 
ahead with plant expansion 
needed for the defense program.
